Attorney General Moody Directs That 


Suits Be Brought For Violations of 
the Safety Appliance Law—Annual

Washington, Dec. 3.—The car short- 


age throughout the United States will 
be investigated by the interstate com- 
merce commission. Commissioner F. 
K. Lane, who has been looking into 
this subject, said that the commission 
will take up the situation in the 
northwest first. Agents are now in 
that section investigating complaints 
against 
the 
wheat-carrying 
roads. 


Farmers in many states have reported 
that the railroads are preferring other 
traffic and that the} are unable to 
get their grain to market in time to 
share in the high prices now being 
paid in Minneapolis and Chicago. The 
commission has issued a circular ask- 
ing the grain growers to submit spe- 
cific information regarding amount 
of freight offered for shipment and 
the reasons given for not transport- 
ing the same. 


Acting upon the reports that have 


been submitted 
by the interstate 


commerce commission, Attorney Gen- 
eral Moody has directed that suits be 
brought against a large number of ad- 
ditional railroad companies to recover 
penalties for violation of the safety 
appliance law through failure to keep 
their equipment in proper condition. 
The attorney general recently issued 
a similar order directing suits against 
a. large number of other roads. Among 
the roads made defendants are the 
Ann Arbor, the Baltimore & Ohio, Big 
Four, Pennsylvania, Detroit & Toledo, 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, To- 
ledo & Ohio Central, Wabash and 
Philadelphia & Reading.

assurance as to his attitude, but the 
bill's supporters find encouragement 
in his silence. One incident that is 
very materially "helping the subsidy is 
the" recent speech of Secretary Root 
in support of it. The fact that the 
speech was delivered at Kansas City 
is helpful, as the ship bill has found 
its principal opposition in the interior 
of the country. 


Philippine Tariff. 


The senate has on its calendar two 


important house bills, the immigration 
hill and the Philippine tariff bill, but 
there are snags in the pathways of 
both of them. There is still Intense 
opposition to the Philippine bill espe- 
cially, and it is not believed that it 
can possibly receive serious consider- 
ation during a short session. 


Not a few of members of both 


houses are anxious to meet the de- 
mands of the bankers and others for 
a more elastic currency, and it is 
quite certain that there will be efforts 
to supply this want, but there are so 
many plans thateventhe most sincere 
believers in the necessity almost de- 
spair of accomplishing anything in 
that direction during a short session. 
The recommendation of the president 
in the interest of a national Inherit- 
ance tax is awaited with eager inter- 
eat by many. 


Among the questions slated for a 


liberal share of discussion, the tariff 
stands at the heail of the list, but no 
one has the least'idea that any seri- 
ous effort will now" he made to secure 
the modifications which even many 
Republicans think desirable. The pres- 
ident, who himself 
desires some 


changes, has recently promised his 
congressional callers that he will not 
ask to have the subject taken up at 
this time. The Japanese question, the 
discharge of the negro soldiers, the 
desirability of an income tax law, the 
result of the late elections and the 
trusts are also slated for discussion.
